THE CAPTURE AS OUTLINED EXCLUSIVE.- 


Sus oon pDrcarun, III., June 8.—Twenty-five mon 
walked into this city of 22,009 people this 

morning and strubg upe man on the princi- 
palstreet without meeting any opposition. 

The victim was Samuel Bush, a negro ac- 

cused of outraging two white women. The 
details of the lynching were sensational from 
start to Onishi Bush was in jail awaiting 
trial. 

A guard of twelve men had been put in the 

jail and an extra force of men were put on 
duty outside. About 500 curious people stood 
around the jail to-night, though -most 
of them thought no serious attempt 
would be made to take the prisoner out. 

At just 20’clock twenty-fiv§ men came on a 
rush up Wood street. They were quiet, 

without masks and moved in a solid body. 

They forced their way through the crowd 
and knocked on the door ofthe jail. Deputy 
Bheriff Midkiff and Special Officer Foster sat 

just loside and refused them admiesion. One 
blow froma. sledge crashed in the wooden 
door andthe officers were surrounded by 
twenty-five armed men. The keys of the 
jail were demanded, but both officers de- 
claredthat they did not have them. The 
men went to work with sledge-hammers and 
chisels on the outside door. It was of solid 
cast lron an inch thick. Twenty minutes 
elapsed before it was forced. No one seemed 
to care much. There was no talk of resist- 
ance and the officers were not upbraided for 
making no more objections, Marshal Mason 
forced (his way through the spectators 
and into the jall and started 
to address the men at work. 
They seized him and crowded him out of the 
door. Some gave him a hard kick in the 
stomach. When the first door was opened 
it took twenty minutes to force the bars 
across the corridor which opened to all the 
cells. A frightened negro inside pointed out 
Bush’scell, Three men rushed in and found 
itapparently empty. They jerked over the 
mattress andthe negrotumbledout. He had 
crawled inside. All day yesterday Bush 
shook with fear, but now he seemed cooler 
than at any time before. 

„Gentlemen, you are killing an Innocent 
man, he said. | 
He was dragged out into the zal omee. So 
many men stood around that it took five 
minutes to pull him through the crowd to the 
street. All this time Bush said nothing, but 
the crowd yelled excitedly. 

News of the attack on the jail seemed to 
have spread over the town and 1,500 people 
werethere. In front of the jail is a tele- 
graph pole, toward which the lynchers made 
a drive, but finally went to one about 600 
yards away, one of the most prominent cor- 
ners of the city and directly in front of the 
Court-house. An are light made the street 
intersection as light as day. A rope made of 
halter straps had been put around the 
negro’s neck. When the crowd stopped at 
the foot of the pole he asked for time to pray. 
The men said: 

**Give him all the time he wants.“

CHICAGO, June 8.—Herman Schaffner & 
Oo., private bankers at 100 Washington 
street, made an assignment in the County 
Court this morning. No statement of the af. 
fairs of the bank was filed in the application 
for a receiver. 

Schaeffner & Co. have been the largest pri- 
vate concern in this city or in the Northwest, 
dealing exclusively in commercial paper. 
The firm was also about the oldest one of its 
kind in Chicago. 
The assignmentofthe bank was made to 
the American Trust and Savings Bank. 
Early to-day the cashier of that establish- 
ment visitedthe bank atthe Title & Trust 
Bullding only to find large and demonstrative 
crowds assembled and the doors closed. To 
add tothe excitement it was reported that 
Schaffner had committed suicide. 
The assignment was undoubtedly caused by 
the disappearacce of Herman Schaffner, the 
senior member of the firm, of which the 
other member is A. G. Becker. For several 
days the bank, it is said, has deen in trouble 
and the impending disaster appeared 
to have a most distressing ef- 
fect upon Mr. Schaffner. Yesterday after- 
noon he left the bank and since that time he 
has not been seen. The worst is feared by 
his friends and business associates. During 
yesterday afternoon he did not appear at his 
usual placas, and all during the eveninga 
vigorous search was maintained by his fam- 
lly and friends. 
Towards midnight he was yet missing, and 
at il o’clock this morning Julius Rosenthal, 
his brother-in-law, went to the home of Chief 
of Police McClaughry and told the Superin- 
tendent of Police all the facts in the case. 
Mr. Rosenthal was not yet ready to 
make a formal call upon Chief 
McClaughry for aid in finding the 
missing banker and he would not leave a de- 
tailed description as is usual in such cases, 
but he made a request that the department 
reportto himat onceany information that 
might be learned of the absent bank Presi- 
Gent. Mr. Rosenthal. said that he did not 
know what to think ofthe absence of bis 
relative, neither did be know What plan of 
action to follow. The police were this morn- 
ing, however, instructed to keep a sharp 
lookout for Mr. Schaffner. 
Mr. Schaffner’s partner was so much moved 
over the disappearance of his associate that 
last night he became ill and to-day he is at 
home suffering from the depression 
and 880 111 that he confined 
to his bed. The gravest fears 
are entertained by Mr. Schaffner’s 
friends for his safety. It is said that acute 
mental aberration is not unknown in his 
family. It is feared that the trouble threat- 
ened by the shadow ofthe coming business 
collapse may have made him temporarily ir- 
responsible mentallyand that an accident of 
some kind may have overtaken him. 

J. R. Chapman, cashier of the American 
Trust and Savings Bank, put up the foliow- 
ing notice:

Assistant Secretary Bussey reversed the 
doctor's decisionand the following memo- 
randum was written: From the above de- 
scription Iam of the opinion that a ratable 
degree of disability exists underthe actof 
June 27. 1890.“ 5

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CAPE GIRARDEAU RAILWAY. 


The Decision of the Supreme Court Gives 
Full Satisfaction, 


CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., June 8.—The decis- 
ion in the Supreme Court ofthe Cape Girar- 
deau Railway case gives great satisfaction 
here, as it was felt that by the appointment 
of Eli Klotz as recelver that the 
Intention was to wreck the road as Mr. Klatz 
has had no railroad experience. The facts 
in the Case are that the Gould crowd only 
represented $7,000, while Houck represents 
over a million in bonds and floating debt. 


HISTORY OF THE LITIGATION. 

The litigation in regardtothe receivership 
of the. st. Louis, Cape Girardeau & Ft, Smith 
Ratlroad- Co. has excited a great 
deal of interest in 
circles, as the general belief was the 
Missouri Pacific Rallroad had tried to get 
possession ot the line. On March 3, Martin 
L. Clardy, on behalf of E. G. Mernam, an 
employe of the Missouri Pacific, made appli. 
cation for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the Cape Girardeau Road, 
which had defaulted on its bonds, before 
Judge John G. Ware ofthe Stoddard County 
Circuit Court at Poplar Bluff, Mo. The ap- 
plication was granted, and Eli Klotz was ap- 

ointed receiver. On March Louis Hauck, 

resident of the road, appeared 
before Judge Ross of Cape Girardeau, stated 
that the road was being pressed by creuitors, 
and asked that a receiver be appointed, 
Judge Ross appointed Mr. Houck recelver. 

Notice was given by Judge Ware, 
at the instance of A. G. Cochrane and Martin 
L. Clardy, that on March 13 those who op- 
posed the receivership of Eli Klotz should 
show cause for their objection. The Stod- 
Gard County Oourt met on March 7 
and as Judge Ware was unable to 
attend George Houck was selected as special 
Judge for the time. On March 13 Messrs. 
Smith, Oliver and Miller appeared on behalf 
of Mr. Houck, The court decided that he 
was the true receiver, and adjourned for 
the term. A few hours later Judge Ware ap 
peared, set aside all the rulingsof Judge 
Houck and confirmed the appointment of 
Klotz. The latter then applied to the 
Supreme Court for a writ of mandamus 
requiring Judge Ross to dismiss Houck as re- 
ceiver. This was opposed by Gen. John W. 
Noble, District Attorney George D. Reynolds 
and E. Smith. The case was argued on May 
II, and to-day a decision in favor of Houck 
was rendered.

John W. Breidenthal, Chairman of 
the People’s party State Central Committee, 
is also figuring for the nomination. Con- 
gressman Jerry Simpson stated publicly in 
this city last week that he would like a seat 
in the Senate, and while he had not 
fully made up his mind to enter 
the race, it is quite probable he will decline 
a renomination in the Seventh District and 
be a candidate for Senator.

New YorkK, June 3.—Two marvels of ship 
buflaing, the steamirs Campania of the 
Cunard Line, and Perris of the American 
Line, left port this norning, and by the 
time they arrive at their destinations some 
of the trans-Atlantic ricords may be broken. 
That the Cempania las the best chance 
there is little doubt. She has made only 
three voyages in her brief career, but in 
each of these broke the record of some 
steamer that had gone before. 

On the Campania’s irst journey to this 
port, which was her first across the Atlan- 
tic, she made the maidam record of six days 
eight hours and thirty-four minutes, On her 
return trip to Queenstown she made the dis- 
tance in ve days, seventeen hours and 
forty-two minutes, beating the record of the 
New York by two hours and fifteen minutes.

A FOOLISH ‘VILLAIN. . : 

Sam Wilson, the lone lorn train robber 
of Pacific, has been captured and will, 
plead guilty because he wants to go to the 
penitentiary and learn a trade. It may be 
well that no humane jury is to be asked to 
send a man of his evident mental unsound- 
ness to prison. 

Although Wilson’s statement that he. 
committed the robbery to lift the mort- 
gage from his father’s farm and to learn 
in the penitentiary a better trade than that 
of telegraphing tora grasping corporation, 
indicates that his heart is all right, the. 
proof is overwhelming that hie head is all 
wrong. No one but à natural born fool or 
a man with unbalanced mind would have 
resorted to the antiquated, played out and 
disreputable practice of highway robbery 
to raise money when modern enterprise 
has developed such a simple, safe, profita- 
ble and respectable method as the trust 
swindle, the exact and safe operation of 
which has been made clear by recent 
revelations. Where the train robber gets 
one cheap silver dollar the trust swindler 
realizes a million gold certificates. 

If Wilson had been up to the times and 
his mind had not been weakened by 
thalaria and mfsfortume he would have 
thrown away his revolvers and dynamite 
sticks and used combines and trust certifi- 
cates to open safes and loot pocket- books. 
He would have formed a trust combine. 
With this combine he could have made 
artificial prices to squeeze mqney out of the 
pockets of the people and a vast quantity 
of trust certificates with which to rob 
them. He could hay obtained the con- 
sent of the Attorney-General to violate the 
law and the aid of the stock exchanges and 
rich and respectable bankers and capital- 
ists in promoting his robbery. He could 
have borrowed a few thousand dollars te 
pay dividends and realized millions out of 
the aecruing confidence ot the people. 
When cash was ‘hot as plentiful as he 
wished he could have issued bonds on 
imaginary values. If at any time his 
trust machine did not{work satisfactorily he 
could have turned it over to a federal 
court to run it for his benefit under the 
protection of the Government. 

By following this simple method Wilson 
might have stolen millions, yet gained the 
respect and admiration of his fellow men. 
He might have not only lifted the mort- 
gage on his father’s little farm, but placed 
mortgages on the farms of others and ob- 


tained liens on the unearned increment of

A number of trade union assemblies 
met in convention in Chicago Monday for 
the purpose of considering how legislation 
in Illinois demanded by the people might 


be expedited. It was resolved: 

That the best interests of the people de- 
mand that in the future the said representa- 
tives shall devote theirtime and their best 
energies fully and honestly to legislation for 
the people and continue the session of this 
present assembly for any indefinite date until 
those bills of vital interest to the people 
shall have been acted upon and have become 
laws, and that no further dilatory measures 
be pursued obstructing legislation in which 
the most vital interests of all the working 
people of this whole country are deeply in- 
involved. 

This shows that the Unionists do not
